Furthermore, even if the inactive 
ingredient is not counted, the amount given in the response still does not correlate to the amounts claimed. The calculation of 
the amounts in claims 38 and 44 is not supported bv the original disclosure. There is no disclosure that the amount of rework 
is 90 lb. water is 53lb and catalyst is 7lb.. .
